to stpam. It is the sister ship to the 
Vicksburjf and Newport.

CUSPS of prayer books, Bibles and mis- 
sionary literature, all printed in Hin- 
doostanee by a Manchester firm, and a 
huge 
box of tracts in the Tamil 
tongue, entitled "Hush for Heaven's 
Bake!" for the people for whom they 
were Intended were and still are fear- 
fully ar.fi curiously profane and obscene. 
The Star of China cleared and sailed 
In the usual manner.- Her new skip-

cent systems. It was the iirst city in 
the county to adopt the electric light- 
ing of streets. The ferry system com- 
municating with San Francisco is the 
same a/3 that cf Oakland. Of AlamtSa's 
industries the principle ones are ship 
building and borax and petroleum re- 
fining.

ciftc system of s'eam railways, and also 
by the Oakland. San I>andro and Hny- 
wards line of electric cars, leaving Ouk- 
aorid every thirty minutes. It is a f.»v- 
orite place of residence, owing to its 
warm climate and fruitful Mil. Many 
doing busmcss In Oakland and fan 
Francisco hav homes in San Leanoro. 
Land in the vicinity of San Leandri. is 
very valuable for vegetable and small 
fruit purposes. 
From Oakland to Man 
Leandro is an almost continuous village 
built up in the past few years, Tilth 
Elmhurst as the post office town. Kan 
Leandro is also n. great fruit shipping 
town, being in the very heart of the 
fruit section. Hundreds of people hivve 
made large fortunes In that vlcli ity 
from the fruit industry alone. 
On the line of the Southern Fatlflc 
Railroad, three miles from San Leui- 
dro, and alao connected with Oaklund 
by a branch of the Oakland. San Le in- 
dro & Haywards Electric line, Is the 
cozy little village of 3an Lorenso. It 
has a population of several hundred, 
and has the same attractions of cll-nat* 
and soil as San Leandro. It is also in 
the fruit and vegetable legion. San Lo- 
renzo Is a popular place for picnics, 
having a large and beautiful natural 
park of willow trees, which Is fitted up 
with all the conveniences for picnic 
parties. 
Haywards is another plcturespue rind 
thriving town on the Southern Pailnc 
lailroad and the Oakland, San Leandro 
r nd Haywards Electric Line. It is !<ix- 
teen miles from Oakland. The popula- 
tion of Haywards is about 2,500, and the 
town Is growing rapidly. Thero are fav- 
erai manufacturing enterprises in the 
tuwn and it In the shipping point for 
much of the frlut raised in the county. 
Haywanls supports two well connect- 
ed and wide-awake weekly newspai er* 
of which the Inhabitants are 
Juitly 
proud. 
One of the most progressive and rap- 


idly growing towns in the county is 
Pleasanton It is thrty-four miles fi om 
Oakland at tho upper end of the Uv- 
ermore Valley and ha* 1,000 population. 
Mammoth springs abound in the vi- 
cinity of Pleasanton, which would fur- 
nish water &xifflcient lor a large city. 
Large quantities of sugar beets are 
raised in this section, and shipped by 
railroad to the beet sugar factory at 
-Alvarado. The soil It rich and pro- 
duces immense crops. This in also the 
hop raising section of the valley, a* 
well as of fruits of all kinds. As an 
indication of the richness of tho soil 
it is only necessary to state that a <-rop 
of watermelons from 
two acres of 
ground was sold for 1250. Near Ploas- 
anton f.re .several Rne stock farrrs, in- 
cluding tho farm and castle of Mr. 
Hearst of the Examiner. In tho vicin- 
ity of Pleasanton, J. D. Smith a few 
years ago raised a 40-acre crop of corn, 
the stalks of which measured eleven 
feet m height. There la a live wee>kiy 
Journal In the town. 
At the head of Alameda canon !• a 
summer resort. In fact, along the 
shores of Alameda Creek, the whole 
length of the canon, thousands of peo- 
ple dwell In tents during the summer 
months. This is also a fruit section, 
the hills and vales covered with fruit 
trees and vineyards, and la especially 
the home of olives. 


Oakland is connected with all of these 


flouring mill in the county, by J. Mi 
Vallojo, In 1«S8, and ran by water from 
Alaraeda creek. A poitlon ef the old 
ruins are atill obMrvatile. 
IJvermore la an ineoipormted town ot 
2,100 Inhabitants, and is the principal 
town of the famous Liver more Valley 
—famous alike for Us feit'llty, lt> cli- 
matn and Its Menery. The town has 
two well manured weekly papers The 
future of Livermore and Ltvermore 
Valley la almost without bounds. The 
valley could be made to support halt 
a million people and the town may yet 
become the second city In Blxa In Ala- 
med.i County. 
Nine mile* southeasterly from Llvvr- 
moro, in the hill* which form a part of 
the Diablo ranee, are the extenalvr-coal 
fields with millions of ton* of coal, al- 
ready developed and to which a rail- 
road Is now being constructed from 
Stockton; another, an electric line will 
be buUt in the neaif future from Oak- 
land. From these mines coal can bo 
aid down in Oakland at lem than }3 a 
ton. 
On the line of Iho narrow gunge rail- 
roar', ilxteen miles from Oakland, la 
the cown of Alvarado, first county seat, 
site of the flrst sugar refineryerccted 
in the United States, and iltuated In 
the artesian belt, the flowing wells 
from which supply water for thu Oak- 
land Water Company. H Is a thriving 
town and plays no small part in thj 
prosperity of Alameda County. 
Newark la the location of the manu- 
factory of railroad and street cam. at 
which place the cars of the narrow 
guage road were constructed, a* well 
a* many of the street cars used in Oak- 
land and San Francisco. It la a station 
on the narrow gauge lino, and connect- 
ed with Oakland by four pas?<Mizer 
tralna daily. 
Near Newark arc tlie 
Crystal Bait Worka, an Important In- 
dustry, 
A thriving town, a mile and a imlf 
east of Newark, and connected with 
that town by a horse car railway line. 
!• Cftntervllle, known principally for 
the productiveness of ita Burroundlnrr 
farms. It ha» a population of 400. 
The 
town of Irvlnston, formerly 
known as Washington Corners, Is in 
the midst of the great vineyard and 
wine Intersats. It 1« the seat of the 
well known Washington College, estab- 
lished in 1S71, which enjoyc a high 
character throughout the coast. It la 
alao the aeat of the Qallegoa winery, 
larrest In the State. Irvlngton sup- 
ports a live weekly newspaper. 


A mile east of Irvlngton l> the old 
Mlg'iion Kan Jose, whose history dates 
bade one hundred year*. It wa« ee- 
tabliil-ca In 173T by the Mission Fath- 
ers, Y»idi"i Parclnalto and Augustln 
Mei in 
Portions of the old adobt> build- 
ing') til th> .Mission still remain. Tha 
old pa»;et chose the location aa the 
one nearegi perfection their eyes had 
ever beheld. The climate U perfect. 
In the old mission orchard planted by 
the fathers are olive trees which meas- 
ure over aeven feet In circumference, 
and nearly one hundred yeara old, 
showing the longevity of the olive tree. 
The old vineyard of the padre fathers 
Is fitill in exlatence, yielding wine for 
the replenishing of the old mission wine 
cellars. The town of Mtanlon 3an Joso 
la not progressive, but it la one of the 
most attractive spots In California. 
The visitor feels that he la again in tho 
days of early California, before tho 
discovery of grold turned the eyes of the 
world upon this western paradise; he 
feels that he would prefer to alt for- 
ever upon aome fallen tree, feasting his 
eyeu upon the glorious scenery, Inhal- 
ing the perfume of myriads of wild 
flowers, drowsily puffing a cigarette 
and waiting for the aun to go down.

HOWiSON~AND HARRIS. 


At a private meeting of the Philo- 


sophical Union last night in Stiles Hall 
Prof. Howison replied to the previous 
lecture of Dr. Harris, and also discuss- 
ed the creation. .His remarks, in brief, 
were as ^follows: 
; 


"We are trying1 to come a-lfttle near- 


er to the true interpretation of Hegel, 
which has been our term's work, and to 
find out who is in error, and where his 
error lies. 


"It is hard to define philosophy, but 
we may say very loosely that it under- 
takes to state comprehensively what 
the universal existence is, and the pres- 
ent condition of it. Some philosophers 
reduce the great body of facts to one 
source. But others claim that there are 
many sources, that the unthinking 
facts, by development, become think- 
ing facts. But this is making some- 
thing out ol! nothing, therefore we must 
.accept the other view and begin with 
a supreme existence, from which lesser 
facts are derived. When this supreme 
power is completely 
benevolent, we 
have Christian theism. In this view, 
Dr. Harris and myself agree. 
"I have been m doubt as to whether 
Dr. Harris considered that we are in- 
volved In this Peity, or it in us, or 
whether both are distinct. I have since 
learned that the latter is his view. 
"But when we have this Deity, how 
and.why is a derivative being obtained 
from it? Dr. Harris, who has deeply in- 
vestigated this subject, looks upon the 
thought of a-ny person as a penetrating 
summary of-world thought, or histori- 
cal thought: This'be divides into'three 
stages .Oriental, Occidental and mod- 
ern. Of these the latter, by a steady de- 
velopment from the former, is most per- 
fect. But this does not explain the re- 
ality of creation. Of late the theory of 
evolution has been prominent. If this 
is trxie philosophy must explain in its 
conception of the first principle, the re- 
ality of the creation and evolution. 
"But Dr. Harris "looks to the Chris- 


tian theory of the Trinity for a solu- 
tion of the problem. In this I do not 
exactly agree. I would like to ask Dr. 
Harris ftow any argument -we offer for 
the existence or God escapes the limi- 
tation imposed by many modern phil- 
osophers?" 


Dr. Harris then explained that an up- 
ward course could be traced from the 
lowest to the highest. 
In the first place, plants cannot com- 
prehend without destroying. " A step 
above is the animal, who is able to be- 
hold and comprehend, without destroy- 
ing.

>>y the Oolong and How-fong line, of 
No. 2 Leadenhail street, London, had 
fallen into hard times On her main-. 
mast, as she lay in the West India 
Docks, was nailed a notice indicative of 
her sale to the highest bidder on April 
19, 1875. 
•.. A« a_ clipper in the carriage of tea »he 
had made a record of renown. 
Six- 


teen knots an hour with the -wind 
•beani was an easy achievement. She 
was in point of fact the queen of the 
tea Sect, thousands of golden sover- 
elcns having been -won and lost oh 
her passages out and home. 


Before the 
Suez canal opened up a. 


shorter route to the Orient the whole 
of the tea trade v.-im conducted in Bail- 
Ing vessels, with the 
exception, of 


course, ot the caravan supply, all of 
ivhich was swallowed up by the Rus- 
nians, connoisseurs of tea, of which 
they get the best brands, and of cham- 
pagne, of which they secure the very 
flrst vintages. ' 


Thus the oecxipation o£ the 
clipper 
ship Star of China was gone. 
Her 
owners had Invested in a number of 
iron steam tanka, Buch as a true sail- 
or degpl&e* in the innermost cockels of 
his heart, but which he is compelled to 
•ail in to keep body and soul together. 


And so it came to pass that the saucy 
clipper was offered for sale in the ig- 
nominious 
manner referred to above. 
And the old ^irl looked as though she 
knew she was for sale under inglorious 
conditions. She had been dismantled 
Her 
topgallant musts had been sent 
down, her jibboom had been rigged in, 
and altogether she • seemed in doleful 
dumps—Just like an but-classed race 
horse when he becomes the property 
of a cab driver. 


The eventful day came at laat. John 
Allan, a ship-owner of the old school, 
bought the ship for £16,000, and dirt 
cheap she was at the price. He had a 
regular fleet of old frigate-built ships 
trading between London, Calcutta, Co- 
lombo and Intermediate porta and had 
umassed a large fortune. 
One of the ships—the Hur Karu.Hin- 
dostonee 
for 
Messenger—had' been 
]o»t on the Madras, coast, -and having

John Allan, having 
hereditary Scotch thrift In his system, 
jumped at the offer. 


And so It happened that the Star of 


China, under the care of her new skip- 
per, 
fitted 
out for her voyage round 


the c&pe, meanwhile taking in her car- 
go, which consisted gt railway iron. 
hogsheads of Maderia, cases of rum and 
other 
liquors, crates 
of the ugliest 
Idols you ever saw, manufactured by 
machinery 
for 
native consumption, 
cheaper by far than at Hindoo facto- 
ries. 
Cheek Ijy jowl alongside were 
cases of prayer books, Bibles and mis- 
Hionary literature, all printed in Hin- 
doostanee by a Manchester firm, and a 
huge 
box of tracts in the Tamil 


tongue, entitled "Hush for Heaven's 
' Bake!" for the people for whom they 
were intended were and still are fear- 
fully and curiously profane and obscene. 


The Star of China cleared and sailed 
In'the usual manner.- Her new skip- 
per was a surprise to the old officers, 
and the ship was in the nature of a 
wonder to the skipper. 
It was like 
putting an .engineer of the very slow- 
est freight locomotive in charge of the 
Empire State Express. The old captain 
was a century behind the times. Every 
night he used to snug down .his. craft 
by taking In all the flying kites, down 
even to the outer jib arid the three top- 
gallant sails. 
The ship felt it. 
She 


misbehaved and conducted herself like 
a hot-headed young lady whose fiancee 
had just jilted her.

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PROSPEROUS GO-AHEAD SAN LEANDRO, 


Its Many Advantages, Its Business Life and 


Its Prosperous Citizens. 


In point of Interest, embracing its 


past history, its present condition and 
Its future prospects. San Leandro oc- 
cupies a prominent position among the 
cities and towns of Alameda County. 
Its early history, -which must of neces- 
sity be treated briefly here, i* replete 
•with stirring incidents attending the 
continent of the State by the Ameri- 
cans, the subsequent influx of the con- 
querors, and the rapid change from the 
indolent and luxurious, though some- 
,-what primitive life of the Spanish and 
Mexicans to the bustling shrewd ac- 
tivity ol the Anglo-Saxon. 


The first settlement of whites In Ala- 


meda County was that of the Spanish, 
among them the Peraltas and the Es- 
tudillos were the most prominent fam- 
ilic*. San Leandro was the seat of the 
Estudlllo grant, while the Immense Pe- 
ralta grant stretched to the northward 
from the San Leandro-creek to the 
northwestern line of the county, em- 
bracing a territory five leagues in ex- 
tent. For several decades in the early 
part of the century this splendid tract 
was peopled only by these two Castil- 
ian families and their numerous re- 
tainers, while over the ground where 
now stands churches, schools and fac- 
tories, roamed the vast herds of cat- 
tle,

In 1848, however, came a. change. 
The State passed from 
Mexican to 
American dominion, and the citizens 
}f the new government were not 'slow 
:o avail themselves of the advantages 
the fair virgin land offered them. 
How these many fertile acres in 
Alameda 
County 
passed from the 
Indifferent 
grasp 
of 
the 
Spaniard 
to the eager hands of the Ameri- 
can is a short but pathetic tale. A 
few nicely turned compliments, a few 
shining pieces of gold, and property 
worth thousands was In many in- 
stances transferred for a fraction of its 
value. Thus in a few years the major 
portion of the land passed into the 
hands of the newcomers and the era of 
modern advancement was begun,, 
SAN LBANDRO AS THE COUNTY 


(SEAT. 


One of the most rapidly populated of 


the various settlements of the county at 
this early date Was San Leandro, and in 
185-1 the, county ssat, which had first 
been located at Alvarado, was removed 
to the former place. The first vote cast 
by the electors of the county on the 
proposition of choosing a county seat 
was as follows:-Alameda. 232; Alvara- 
clo, 614; San'Leandro, 782, Oakland, 18; 
San Lorenzo, 220; Haywards, lo. None 
ceived a majority, a second election, in 
which the contest was narrowed down 
to a ntruggle between San Leandro and 
Alv».rado, resulted decisively, as fol- 
lows: San Leandro, 1301; Alvarado, 
1067. . 


San Leandro enjoyed the distinction 


of being the county seat until the 
growing importance of Oakland re- 
sulted In the removal of the seat of 
government to that place. 
There had sprung up in the mean- 
time, however, so many industries and 
enterprises of various kinds in San Le- 
andro and its vicinity that the stabil- 
ity of the settlement was assured and 
its progress and prosperity continued 
unabated. 


THE PRESENT SAN LEANDRO. 
From the time of its incorporation as 


a town in 1872 until the present writing! 
we may pass over the history of San 
Leandro with, the observation that It 
has been a record of steady, conserva- 
tive'growth. 
Incorporated as a city 


of the sixth class in 1892, the spirit of 
progress that made that step necessary 
is manifest 'today in all matters per- 
taining to the welfare and advance- 
ment of the city.
